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Motoring to a 
brighter future 


Editor, SEE: 

It’s too bad no one bothered to 
call the Alberta Motor Association 
(AMA) for our perspective on the 
issues you raise in your editorial 
of the July 11-17 issue, entitled 
Membership has its Failings. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. 

The AMA, and the Canadian 
Automobile Association (CAA) to 
which it belongs, have both long 
been advocates of a balanced 
approach to transportation plan- 
ning that includes both the proper 
and well-planned use of roads and 
public transportation. We were 
created by early motorists in the 
1920s because roads were few, 
poorly maintained, unsafe and 
difficult to use. That advocacy has 
evolved today to include an ongo- 
ing push for greater traffic safety, 
as evidenced by our six-year 
Mission Possible Traffic Safety 
Initiative in Alberta, which seeks 
to reduce the annual carnage on 
our roads — close to 400 deaths, 
25,000 injuries, all preventable — 
as well as continuing to urge the 
federal government to use some of 
the $600 million it receives in fuel 
taxes from this province towards 
maintaining and upgrading the 
national highway system, which 
in many places is in sad disrepair, 
which is damaging to our econo- 
my and causes safety problems. 

The simple truth is, we cannot 
encourage greater use of public 
transit, which in Edmonton is at 
about eight per cent of daily com- 
muters, simply by letting our 
roads fall into disrepair. And pub- 
lic transit needs good roads just as 
much as automobile drivers do 
This is not an “either/or” issue. 
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As for our environmental advo- 
cacy, the AMA has been involved 
with the Clean Air Strategic 
Alliance of Alberta almost since 
its inception. This unique multi- 
stakeholder approach to air quali- 
ty issues (including corporations, 
government and environmental 
groups) has included a number of 
projects looking at ways to reduce 
the automobile’s impact on the 
environment, with which we are 
quite involved. For instance, we 
were a key participant in the 
recent Calgary vehicle-scrappage 
program, which tested Albertans’ 
willingness to trade their pre-1988 
high-emitting vehicles for bus 
Passes or credits toward post-1993 
vehicles, which are much more 
fuel-efficient and cleaner-burning. 
This program may expand in 
future and shows great promise in 
reducing the impact of older, dirt- 
ier cars by removing them from 
the road permanently. 

At the federal level, our national 
organization CAA has been advo- 
cating for a host of environmental 
improvements, including stricter 
emission standards, more govern- 
ment funding into research on 
alternative fuels and other ways to 
minimize the impact of personal 
mobility on the environment. Our 
commitment nationally has also 
included: 

@ Serving as members of the 
national Transportation Table on 
Climate Change and currently as 
members of the National Advisory 
Committee on Energy Efficiency 

@ In cooperation with the feder- 
al government, CAA received 
funding to develop a Climate

Change awareness program. This 
has including a steady stream of 
information to AMA members 
through their member magazine 
on how to minimize the impact of 
their vehicles through proper 
maintenance, safer driving and 
trip planning, among other things

CAA and AMA have taken a 
responsible approach that recog- 
nizes that automobiles impact on 
our environment and that 
motorists have a role to play in 
resolving environmental problems 
associated with automobile use. 

Another new award introduced 
by CAA in 2000 also recognizes 
environmental improvements and 
advancements made by vehicle 
manufacturers. 

@ In terms of knowing and 
responding to member concerns, 
both CAA and AMA regularly 
survey our members on a host of 
topics, including environmental 
issues. Our members tell us how 
important it is to take action on 
environmental issues and we hav« 
responded. It’s that kind of 
response to member needs and 
member issues that have made 
both the national CAA federatior 
and our own provincial club, the 
success they are today. 

Next time, please check your 
facts before leveling such 
unfounded criticism. As we 
always point out, we're here to 
prov ide members with security 
and peace of mind, and to protect 
their mobility.

Green cars are still a myth 


IT WAS WITH CONSIDERABLE 
discomfort that I bought my first 
car a few months ago. I’ve main- 
tained a driver's licence for nearly 
18 years but never owned what is 
commonly known as the single 
worst investment a person could 
ever make. I’ve been described as 
an anti-car activist, a long-time 
advocate of cycling, better urban 
planning and public transporta- 
tion. But that was when I lived in 
downtown Toronto. Now that I’m 
based in Western Canada, the true 
reality of the Modern Canadian 
City has unfolded. Without 
wheels, much of today’s urban 
landscape remains inaccessible. 
Even on the edge of the down- 
town core, one can become a pris- 
oner of post-war sprawl —a vast 


contribute to already unhealthy 
levels of air pollution. 

Wracked with guilt and dread, I 
took to the AutoFinder, dutifully 
noting pollution ratings for each 
prospective purchase. I trolled 
auto industry newsletters looking 


+ for news of hybrid cars and 


hydrogen- powered engines. A 
few curious facts emerged: with 
record numbers of SUVs and 
minivans in circulation, the North 
American auto population is now 
the least efficient in 20 years. That, 
and the cheapest gas-electric 
hybrid car would cost $30,000. 

At the apex of my misery, I pon- 
dered waiting for the auto of the 
future, the much-hy ped hydrogen 
car. This incredible piece of tech- 
nology, endorsed by industry

expanse of suburbs, malls and 
highways that thwart all best 
efforts to travel by foot, bike and 
public transit. And with this pro= 
foundly uneconomic purchase, I 
would accelerate climate change, 
help fill congested streets, and 


leaders and environmentalists 
alike, is being groomed to replace 
the combustion engine. Where 
carbon monoxide, sulphur and 
noxious particulates spew forth 
from today’s car, fuel cell cars 
emit only water vapour. For a 


slight forfeit in horsepower, we 
could all one day drive, Jetson- 
like, technology that could leave 
all our 20th-century worries 
behind. How good is that? 

But then I started to read the 
small print, including an incendi- 
ary 2001 study from the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT) 
that 


deemed hydrogen 

power nearly useless for 

the next 20 years. “Fuel cells offer 
no important advantages over 
other technologies,” said MIT’s 
Malcolm Weiss, who noted that 
by 2020, fuel cell electric hybrid 
autos would still consume 72 to 
104 per cent of the energy of a 
fuel-efficient combustion car. The 
problem: mass hydrogen produc- 
tion is still impossible outside our 
existing power grid. Which, last 
time I checked, was rife with dirty 
coal plants and aging nuclear 
reactors. In other words, the

vaunted hydrogen car is only as 
clean as its original power source. 
And given that it currently takes 
17 years for our nation’s automo- 
bile fleet to replenish itself, the 
death of the combustion engine 
could be at least 40 years away. 
Just in time for the last summer- 
time ice melt on the 
North Pole, 
expected in 
2050, 






according to the 
Canadian Ice Service. 
All the hype over hydrogen 
power is like fussing over plumb- 
ing when the big issue is water 
quality. And barring any revolu- 
tionary breakthroughs in produc- 
ing clean-source hydrogen fuel — 
don’t forget that we’re still wait- 
ing for “clean” nuclear fission — 
it’s hard to see anything but gas- 
guzzlers in the near future. 2 
This may be why George Bush’s 
administration has taken such a 
profound interest in fuel cell tech- 
nology, while refusing to improve 
American fuel efficiency stan- 
dards. Despite its revolutionary 
potential, hydrogen power simply 
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isn’t ready to threaten the status 
quo. In fact, generous technology 
grants for high-end “solutions” 
could undermine efforts to com- 
bat climate change. We need 
viable alternatives to driving, not 
space-age cars. 

The sad thing is that ultra-fuel- 
efficient cars — inherently less 
polluting by virtue of reduced 
hydrocarbon burn — already 
exist, and it’s largely just pure 
gluttony and political compromis: 
that make autos our most wide- 
spread economic liability. Cities 
continue to encourage sprawl, 
reinforcing auto dependency, 
while propellerheads everywhere 
tout the wonders of hydrogen 
power at a time when existing 
environmental technology suffers 
from neglect and under-utiliza- 
tion. 

I’m not going to say what car | 
actually bought, but I admit that 
the convenience and speed of an 
auto is mildly addictive. But I als: 
know that today’s highway 
expansion is tomorrow’s traffic 
jam. And that energy consump- 
tion, like water consumption, is 
the big issue of the 21st century 
Don’t forget that our parents wer 
once promised nuclear-powered 
super cars; if we wait for our 
dream technology, to arrive, our 
most important concerns may 
well pass us by.

There's no place like no place 


Edmonton's much-ignored housing crisis 


RUMOUR HAS IT THAT BEFORE THE 
Alberta government slashed social 
programs back in the ‘90s, it bought 
the province's poor one-way bus 
fare to Vancouver — a free ticket to 
an NDP government and a good- 
weather guarantee. a 

For some Edmontonians, howev- 
er, even the promise of a mild cli- 
mate couldn’t compensate for life on 
Hastings Street, and even though 
many don’t have a roof over their 
heads, they decided Edmonton was 
home and opted to stick around. 

Well over 1000 Edmontonians are 
homeless and only about half of 
them find temporary shelters to 
house them at night. There are over 
2000 families on waiting lists for 
low-cost housing — a wait between 
two and three years — and thou- 
sands more are living in substan- 
dard conditions or are paying far 
more than they can afford on rent. 

In total, according to local housing 
activists, Edmonton needs 5000 new 
low-cost housing units. 

The situation is, frankly, depress- 
ing, and everyone — your media, 
your politicians, your Aunt Lucy — 
would rather ignore it, which has 
made it pretty easy for our federal 
and provincial governments to slash 
social housing subsidies. But per- 
haps most shameful of all is that,

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According to the Canadian 
besiage “e Federation, Alberta is, in 
spite of rollercoaster budgets, the 
strongest economy in Canada, 
Thanks to taxes on oil and gas rev- 
enues and the existence of the much- 
debated Heritage Fund, Alberta is 
spending more ate 2 than any 
other province. In the past six years, 
total government spending on 
health care, education and other 
social programs has increased by 45 
per cent, while inflation has only 
gone up 13 per cent and the popula- 
tion has only increased 12 per cent. 

But despite these optimistic num- 


_ bers, the situation for Edmonton’s 


poor has, in fact, become much 
worse. Back in 1993, under the com- 
mand of newly elected Ralph Klein, 
the province of Alberta decided it 
just wasn’t going to fund social 
housing anymore, period. Although 
they still provide some funding for 
shelters and seem to be taking care

“business” decision has saved $125 
million in funds that would have 
gone to social housing. But 
Edmonton Coalition on Housing 
and Homelessness (ECOHH) com- 
munications director Jim Gurnett 
joints out that one of the reasons 
ealth-care spending has increased 
is because social programs are going 
down the crapper and people can no 
longer afford to look after their basic 
health, like eating properly and 
sleeping in a warm, safe place. 

Adding to the problem is the 
inadequate state of Alberta welfare 
subsidies, which were also slashed 
in ’93 and haven't been raised since, 
despite the rapid increase in rent 
prices in Edmonton. 

Of course, if you were paying 
attention you may have heard that 
$60 million should be coming down 
the pipe from the feds to help ease 
Alberta’s housing crisis. But the 
good news, according to Gurnett, 
isn’t really that good. 

“The agreement has no content,” 
says Gurnett. “It’s only an agree- 
ment to agree.” And, he adds, the 





feds, too, are falling far short of the 
required social housing funding, 
chipping in only about 10 per cent 
of what's needed. 

“If they invest a relatively tiny 
amount of money but make a big 
deal about it, they get a lot of media 
attention. But the real story is that 
there are thousands and thousands 
and thousands of families that don’t 
have adequate housing.” 

The result is that Edmonton's 
chronic underfunding of social 
housing has been seriously exacer- 
bated by the current housing boom. 

With the real estate market boom- 
ing and vacancy rates dropping, the 
situation for people looking for 
affordable housing is bleak. With a 
one per cent vacancy rate, landlords 
are getting pickier about who they 
will accept as tenants, many are 
choosing to renovate their proper- 
ties and jack up rental costs and, 
given the choice, a lot of Edmonton 
property developers are opting to

record checks, credit checks and ref- 
erences from previous landlords; 
many people living on low income 
simply can’t surmount the hurdles. 
Exacerbating problems are less 
scrupulous though still-legal prac- 
tices, like asking for a non-refund- 
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less shelters, demand for which has 
increased by about 20 per cent in 
recent years, and the rise in demand 
for soup kitchens and food banks. 
But Gurnett points out that 
Edmonton children are suffering, 
too, because their parents can’t hold 
onto a home 

“There is almost a 100 per cent 
turn over at some downtown high 
schools.” 

What is needed, according to 
Gurnett and other housing activists 
who spoke at a conference on hous- 
ing and homelessness last weekend, 
is a massive cash injection from 
both levels of government

“Solving the problem will cost a 
large amount of money,” says 
Gurmett, but he adds that it will 
only demand one per cent of our 
governments’ budgets. 

The One Per Cent Solution — “a 
relatively small part of the govern- 
ment surplus” — calls for both fed- 
eral and provincial governments to 
allot one dollar for every hundred 
to alleviate the housing crunch. 
And, if you look at the numbers, 
there is no question but that the 
government has the money. Over 
the last two years, the province has 
cut corporate income tax by two per 
cent — which translates into about 
half a billion dollars. In 1997, anti- 
corporate crusader and now Liberal 
MLA Kevin Taft claimed in his book 
Shredding the Public Interest that 
Alberta granted $5.3 billion in cor- 
porate subsidies, and Alberta tax- 
payers are cultivating a reputation 
for funding corporate welfare while 
slashing real welfare.

Guide releases global warming 
hot air, presents the facts

REMEMBER THOSE LARGE KINETIC 
sculptures once found at West 
Edmonton Mall? 

When | watched them as a child, 
I was transfixed by the coloured 
balls that would shoot down a spi- 
ral slide onto a conveyer belt, 


which would transport them a 
short distance before they were 
scooped up by a cup attached to a 
windmill arm and then released, 
striking another ball and setting it 
in motion. Action, reaction. Cause, 
effect. 

[had the same feeling reading 
The No-Nonsense Guide to Climate 
Change, which moves beyond a 
summary of the causes of climate 
change to inform us of the conse- 
quences. The doomsayers with 
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their The-End-Is-Near sandwich 
boards and the eggheads in white 
labcoats have been heralding the 
Apocalypse for some time now 
Author Dinyar Godrej would 
agree. His primer on climate 
change draws from a large pool of 
research culled from many related 
disciplines to document how we 
are killing a planet. 

We're been hearing the same 
words in the media for so long 
now that we've started to tune 
them out: carbon dioxide emis- 
sions, greenhouse effect, global 
warming, desertification, defor- 
estation. Climate Change pulls tight 
the thread that connects them. It 
describes a litany of disasters (all 
seemingly cribbed from the Old 
Testament) awaiting us: famine, 
plague, pestilence, to which 
Godrej says we can add plant and 
animal extinctions and extreme 
weather events such as floods, 
prolonged droughts and freak 
cyclones. It’s a Big Daddy recipe 
for disaster. 

This isn’t just another book of 
stodgy facts and figures: Godrej 
details the origins of the climate 
debate, the political doublespeak, 
and the arguments of the skeptics 
hired by the fossil fuel industry to 
derail negotiations on curbing 
global CO> emissions. Godrej per- 
sonalizes the statistics by putting 
a human face to the suffering. ~ 
Sidebars in each chapter illustrate 
that mudslides, droughts and hur- 
ricanes don’t kill populations, 
they kill people. 

The No-Nonsense Guide to Climate 
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Change — one ina series of No- 
Nonsense guides on such issues 
like globalization, sexual diversity 
and the arms trade — is an aptly 
named, well-organized collage of 
facts written in a spare style, dedi- 
cated to giving climate change the 
attention it deserves. It is intended 
as a primer for anyone interested 
in the topic, providing a launch- 
ing-off point for further investiga- 
tion. If even half the predictions 
presented are borne out, then 
Planet Earth is going to become a 
dramatically less pleasant address 
at which to reside over the next 
century, and the continuation of 
our species becomes a dubious 
proposition. 

“Globally, the 1990s have been 
the warmest decade of the last 
millennium,” a fact of which 
Godrej reminds us more than- 
once. Climate Change is a timely 
book with Alberta facing one of its 
hottest and driest summers in 
recent memory. I’ve lived in this 
province all my life and, like 
many Albertans, I remember a 
time whena stretch of -30 C days 
was an expected thing one simply 
prepared for by having a trusty 
pair of long johns, warm boots 
and a parka on hand. Few 
Albertans would deny that our 
winters have gotten milder over 
the last few years ... a fact that 
corresponds to the warming trend 
observed by meteorologists and 
climatologists. It sounds like 
Godrej and co. are onto some- 
thing.

Master T, whose real name is 
Tony Young, knows what the 
stars are like behind their public 
demeanour.

With 
personal accounts of his encoun- 
ters with celebrities like Madonna, 
Quincy Jones and Eminem, this 
book should give some insight 
into the whole process. 

In his entire career, the only 
celebrity he thoroughly didn’t like 
was Mariah Carey. “I was just 
really put off by the whole pre- 
tense around her,” he explains. 
“Five people constantly pampered 
her; everything’s handed to her. If 


help him squeeze the most out of 
his interviews. He did an interest- 
ing interview with Janet Jackson, 
but going in he had very little to 
ask her. On a whim, he asked her 
what is the first thing that attracts 
her toa man, and she answered, 
on live TV, “His package.”

Kiran Ahluwalia shares her musical joy 


KIRAN AHLUWALIA 
Friday, July 26 


At the Provincial Museum Theatre 


THE DEEP, REFLECTIVE PASSION 
and longing of ‘ghazals,’ and the 
contagious joy of Punjabi folk 
tunes: Kiran Ahluwalia will bring 
this blend of intoxicating and 
exotic song to Edmonton on 
Friday, in the next step in what 
began as a simple plan and has— 
evolved into an odyssey. Born in 
Bihar, India, to Punjabi parents, 
she spent the first four years of 
her life in New Zealand, moved 
back to India for five years, and 
then grew up in Toronto. For 
Indo-Canadian singer Kiran 
Ahluwalia, the first step in her 
musical journey was taken in the 
company of her parents when she 
was a young girl attending con- 
certs in homes in the Asian com- 
munity in Toronto. The music cast 
a spell that entranced her from the 
start. 

“My parents were ghazal lovers, 
and I was the only child at these 
concerts. I still can’t describe the 
feeling I got from this music. It’s 
something indescribable.” 

Ghazals are a poetic song form 
originating in the Islamic tradi- 
tion, their name meaning literally, 
in Arabic, “talking to women.” 
Through the centuries the form 
has attracted the talents of many 
of the Indian subcontinent'’s great- 
est poets and musicians, and in

this way has become refined as a 
form that can incorporate power- 
ful metaphors for many aspects of 
the human condition beneath the 
mask of earthly longing. Then 
again, maybe they’re just love 
songs... 

“Depends on who you're talk- 
ing to. I’ve been looking for Indo- 
Canadian writers who write ghaz- 
als for a new project, and one of 
them [Rasheed Nadeem of 
Toronto] has composed this poem 
where he writes about wanting to 
get closer to this girl ... To me, 
this is a guy song, about how men 
can’t open up and can’t say those 
three words, ‘I love you.’ I told 
him this, and to him, the poetry 
has a completely different mean- 
ing, from the Sufi tradition.” 

Later in life, while making use 
of a University of Toronto degree 
in industrial relations by working 
in Human Resources, she began to 
be haunted by a vision. The vision 


was of herself as an old woman, 
realizing she had never done the 
thing she really wanted to do: 
pursue music as a full-time occu- 
pation. With her parents begin- 
ning to raise the next item on the 
agenda — marriage — Ahluwalia 
made a modest plan. She would 
study music full time for a year. 
Although she had continued the 
study of Indian music part-time 
throughout high school and uni- 
versity, she would now take this 
leap, just this once. “The decision 
was to go and study for a year. 
Just to live my life for one year. 
The rest sort of followed.” 

After studying classical music in 
Bombay, she searched for, and 
found, her ghazal teacher, Vithal 
Rao, one of the last living court 
musicians of the King of 
Hyderebad. She regularly returns 
to study with him to this day. As 
well, in the mid-’90s Ahluwalia 
explored her family roots in 
Punjab, learning local folk songs. 
As much as ghazals explore 
aspects of the human condition, 
Punjabi folk songs celebrate them. 

Events leading up to the deci- 
sion to launch her career have 
included an MBA in Halifax, six 
months as a bond trader in 
Toronto, producing segments for 
CBC Radio programs like Global 
Village, and a stint as assistant GM 
of the Putumayo label. “After two 
years there, I really thought: I can 
do this!” The results have been 
her debut disc Kashish — 
Attraction, and a devoted and 
growing audience to share her fas- 
cination and joy.

‘This is their lives’ 


Stephanie Black charts the human cost of 
global economic policy in Life and Debt 


LIFE AND DEBT

THERE IS NO SIMPLE ANSWER TO 


the question “What's the big deal 
about globalization?” It has some- 
thing to do with drawing develop- 
ing nations into the world econo- 
my and with large companies 
seeking easier access to the 
resources and workforces of dis- 
tant lands while protecting their 
own interests and markets, but the 
daily business of globalizing com- 
merce and trade is mysterious to 
most people. 

Filmmaker Stephanie Black says 
that described her situation exact- 
ly when she moved to Jamaica in 
the early ‘90s to work for a film 
production company. It was there 
she first sensed that the effects of 
globalization were much more 
immediate to developing nations 
than she had suspected back 
home in New York. 

“| never went to Jamaica with 
the intent to make a film about the 
International Monetary Fund or 
the World Bank. Jamaica led me to 
the IMF and the World Bank, just 
living in the country being subject 
to the day-to-day impact of this 
and then talking to people and 
finding that this was common 
knowledge, yet the irony being 
that, as an American living in the 
‘country with the most power in 
the IMF, I had no idea what they 
were doing.” 

Long story short: in the mid- 
1970s, the rise of world oil prices 
drove Jamaica to the brink of 


crisis. Already struggling with 
inadequate infrastructure, Prime 
Minister Michael Manley needed 
to find an injection of foreign capi- 
tal just to keep schools, hospitals 
and other government services 
operating. When he couldn’t 
secure loans through foreign gov- 
ernments or commercial banks, he 
turned _tethe International 
Monetary Fund and its lending 
arm, the World Bank, for help. 
The IMF agreed to a loan, but only 
if Manley agreed to a structural 
adjustment program, a set of stip- 
ulations designed to bring Jamaica 
into the world of international 
trade and commerce. These stipu- 
lations included devaluing the 
Jamaican dollar, eliminating trade 
barriers to encourage foreign 
exports and restrictions on subsi- 
dies to indigenous industries. The 
immediate bail-out helped the 
small island nation avert disaster, 
but it also more or less stunted 
domestic economic growth and 
made it impossible for Jamaican 
products to compete with cheaper 
foreign imports on store shelves. 

When Black arrived in Jamaica 
two decades later, she wondered 
how a country so rich in resources 
could be so poor. 

“Thad naively thought IMF and 
the World Bank were like the Red 
Cross, like I had no idea they had 
this far-reaching influence on the 
day-to-day policies of the coun- 
try” Black says. “So I was kind of 
shocked ... that the policies and 
the economic development of the 
country could be so much guided 
by what the structural adjustment 
policies were from the IMF and 


the World Bank.” 

Ten years in the making, Life and 
Debt is Black’s examination of the 
policies that have prevented 
Jamaica from building on its nat- 
ural strengths and developing 
self-sufficiency, and of how these 
mechanisms of debt have coinci- 
dentally lined the pockets of First 
World interests. It’s a tribute to 
her skill as a filmmaker that Black 
tells this story from a human, 
rather than economic, perspective. 

“Documentaries traditionally 
focus on an event or a character. 
But how to show with a camera 
the impact of economic policies — 
it’s more like making a case with a 
thesis and argument. So the chal- 
lenge for myself was how to visu- 
ally render it, and during the time 
that I was thinking about this I 
read A Small Place by Jamaica 
Kincaid ... It's a very militant 
angry, beautifully written essay 
about growing up in a post-colo- 
nial Antigua, and I was very inter- 
ested in how excerpts could be 
lifted and applied to a neo-colo- 
nial situation and fit. 

“The use of the tourists was, for 
me, a metaphor for, you know, 
you go toa place and you don’t 
really know what's going on 
beyond the resort gates and, as 
Americans, not really understand- 
ing the impact of our policies 
abroad. I wasn’t commenting liter- 
ally on the tourist industry ... I 
wasn’t trying to poke fun because, 
to be honest, that’s the good 
footage. If I wanted to poke fun, I 
have a lot of other footage. The 
crazy stuff, I left out.” 

Far from merely chastising 
America for its role in Jamaica’s 
economic bind, Black includes 
interviews with farmers, labour- 
ers, Rastas and the general popu- 
lace to illustrate how aware and 
engaged and frustrated Jamaicans 
are in their current predicament. 

“Sometimes when you're mak-

ing a documentary you feel like a 
used-car salesman — you have to 
convince everybody, ‘Come into 
this’ and explain to them why 
they would want to do it, but this 
wasn’ t like that. It was like they 
knew better than I did what the 
purpose was; they were way 
ahead of me. 

“This was their lives, they were 
living them and they understood 
very well that these policies were 
not coming from the American 
people and that if there could be 
real dialogue there was really a 
chance for real change. They iden- 
tified very much with small farm- 
ers in America who were being 
put out of business by these glob- 
al, multinational tendencies.” 


These interviews, as well as the 
sense of place Black captures, 
allow her to express her love of 
Jamaica and its people. The natur- 
al charms of the island and its 
inhabitants are captured in all 
their glorious colours, buoyed by 
the distinctive rhythms Jamaica is 
famous for. 

“People stop me at screenings 
and tell me, ‘You could have 
made that movie anywhere, in 
Haiti or Ghana or eastern Europe 
— they’re in the same situation,’” 
Black laughs. “And I always say, 
‘Yeah, but then it wouldn’t have 
that great soundtrack.”

Doc takes ground-level view of globalization

IT’S FRUSTRATING FOR US IN THE 
relatively well-to-do, educated 
North Americas to think about 
the recent forecasts for another 
economic slump. Imagine, then, 
how it must be for those in devel- 
oping nations to have us in 

arge of their economic destiny 
—and making things suck even 
more. 

Life and Debt, by American doc- 
umentary filmmaker Stephanie 
Black, shows how lenders like the 
International Monetary Fund and 
the World Bank subjected 
Jamaica to policies that effectively 
enslaved the nation to foreign 
interests. Artfully using gorgeous 
cinematography, novelist Jamaica 
Kincaid’s A Small Place and plen- 
ty of reggae as a: ork, it’s: 






is the road to hell. 

In spite of the obvious, Black 
creates a compelling and insight- 
ful analysis of Jamaica’s slow spi- 
ral into debt — $7 billion US 
worth, 

Jamaica, a former British 
colony, gained its independence 
in 1962. As a colony, Jamaica sup- 
plied the Empire with tropical 
goodies like sugar and bananas 
and, as an independent nation, 
had trade agreements with 
Europe to continue that relation- 
ship, if only as a paternalistic ges- 
ture that somewhat made up for 
the historical imbalances of, oh, 
say, slavery and the siphoning of 
centuries of profits to faraway 
interests. 

Such historical details are 
meaningless to the IMF, whose 
policies of “free” trade insist that 
competition on the world market 
is equal and fair. Driven to the -

island’s inhabitants right up to 
this day, despite the fact that 
Jamaica is no longer receiving 
money from the IMF. 

By removing agricultural subsi- 
dies, devaluing its currency and 
dropping tariffs, Jamaica opened 
itself up to cheap U.S. produce 
dumped on its aie sold ata 
loss.

IN 1969, DOCUMENTARY FILMMAKERS 
Albert and David Maysles (Grey 
Gardens, Salesman) followed the 
Rolling Stones as they played their 
first shows in the States in three 
years, a tour that ended ina free 
concert at San Francisco, Moved 
to the Altamont Speedway at the 
last minute, the show was an 
organizational mess that never 
should have been allowed to hap- 
pen. With Hell’s Angels oversee- 
ing security, the level of mayhem 
grew quickly out of control, and 
the result was the murder (by 
Angels) of 18-year-old Meredith 
Hunter. Occurring just three 
months after Woodstock, the 
event (and the resulting film) 
went down in rock ‘n’ roll mythol- 
ogy as the death knell of the ‘60s. 
The film hurt; Rolling Stone mag- 
azine accused the group of setting 
out to engineer their own 
Woodstock, and using Hunter's 
death for financial gain. Critic 
Pauline Kael tore Gimme Shelter 
apart, charging that the Maysles, 


along with editor and co-director 
Charlotte Zwerin, were involved 
in arranging the entire debacle, 
and that the resulting film was a 
sham. “If events are created to be 
photographed, is the movie that 
records them a documentary, or 
does it function in a twilight zone? 
Is it the cinema of fact when the 
facts are manufactured for the cin- 
ema?” 

Kael had a point; it’s not a docu- 
mentary in the strict sense of the 
word. Zwerin took liberty with 
the actual order of events, rear- 
ranging performances and cutting 
the film in order to heighten ten- 
sion, constructing it to make 
Hunter's death seem like an 
inevitability. The film shows bad 
craziness building up through the 
day: chaotic crowds of people, 
acid trips and sullen bikers 
hunched over the stage, drinking 
beer. The Jefferson Airplane, who 
played third from last at the festi- 
val, are shown as second-last, to 
make use of the violence that 
erupts during their set. The Stones 
are shown opening with Sympathy 
for the Devil (which breaks down 
as the Angels wade into the 
crowd), when in actuality they 
began the set with an uneventful 
Jumping Jack Flash. 

It doesn’t take much to set the 
Angels off, as they erupt in ran- 
dom violence. They roam the 
front of the stage like wolves, 
administering casual beatings to 
stoned hippies, who flash peace 
sighs as'a placating gesture. The 
performers themselves are help- 
less. Grace Slick of the Jefferson 
Airplane falls back on platitudes: 
“You gotta keep your bodies off 
each other unless you intend 
love.” It's a nice sentiment, but 
singer Marty Balin knows another 
truth; pinpointing a scrum of bik- 
ers with lead-lined pool cues

working over a few flower chil- 
dren, he leaps off the stage to the 
rescue and is promptly knocked 
out for his trouble. Phil Lesh of 
the Grateful Dead is shocked. 
“Angels are beating up musi- 
cians?” Guitarist Jerry Garcia 
responds with a laconic “Oh, 
bummer.” With beautifully shot 
concert footage (the Maysles are

Seminal docs arrive on DVD

WHETHER YOU AGREE WITH THE 
concept of objective documentary 
or not, the pursuit of “direct cine- 
ma” — filmmaking that absolute- 
ly eschewed artifice in depicting 
the reality that transpired before 
its lens — was at the heart of the 
many documentaries made by 
David and Albert Maysles: This 
approach delineated not just the 
technique of unobtrusively 
observing lives in progress, but an 
emotibieeve eee 
ae where respect and trust

and sound, the Maysles made a 
number of films through the ‘60s 
that centred on celebrities includ- 
ing the Beatles, Muhammed Ali 
and Marlon Brando. But it was 
with Salesman (1969) that the pair 
sprang their full-blown ideology 
on an unsuspecting (and largely 
indifferent) world. Armed witha 
16mm camera and portable sound 
equipment, the brothers followed 
four Bible salesmen around the 
country and into the homes of 
prospective clients, focusing on 
Paul Brennan, an aging salesman 
struggling to break a sales slump. 
Free of incidental music, stylized 
edits or narration, Salesman attains 
an almost unbearable intimacy 
with its subject while examining 
the commodification of spiritual 
values and the shysterism inher- 
e sales. 






squalor. Over six weeks, the 
Maysles documented their half- 
mad, squabbling repartee amidst 
the rubble of their former lives. 
The resulting film, Grey Gardens, is 
a complex and detailed portrait o! 
their relationship and their per- 
sonalities. The Maysles them- 
selves occasionally get drawn into 
the film as the women address 
them directly, but Albert Maysles 
has asserted that their presence in 
no way affected how the women 
behaved in front of the camera. 
He also said he and David had to 
spray themselves with bug repel- 
lent to keep the fleas away every 
time they entered the Beale resi- 
dence. 

David Maysles died in 1987. At 
76, Albert Maysles continues to 
make documentaries. His contri- 
bution to the film Lalee’s Kin: The 
Legacy of Cotton (which showed at 
last year’s Global Visions. Festival) 
netted him the Cinemato; er’s 
Award at the 2000 Sundance Film 
Festival.

THEY WERE TWITCHY, SQUIRMY 
and long-seeming, those 90 min- 
utes it took to screen Lovely & 
Amazing, and I feel kinda guilty 
for feeling that way. After all, 

L&A is a keenly observed, well- 
performed and honest film — a 





relative rarity. But the problem is, 
the subject being observed, per- 
formed and honestly treated is a 
half-deranged family of women 
(and one girl) being horrible to 
themselves and each other over 
the course of a week. Thoughtless 
damage and pissy sniping born of 
self-cantredness, needily manipu- 
lative conversations, a trainwreck 
of neuroses... do we have a 
movie? 

It’s certainly drama, anyway. 


We've got Brenda Blethyn as the 
vain, image-obsessed matriarch 
headed to the hospital for a lipo- 
suction. We've got Catherine 
Keener as the lonely (though mar- 
ried) former homecoming queen 
with an escapist artist fantasy (she 
glues craft-store willow branches 
and fake birds to doll chairs), 
whose motto is “Tell him to fuck 
off.” We've got Emily Mortimer as 
a self-pitying, struggling C-list 
actress who packs her house with 
stray (and not-so-stray) dogs she 
“rescues.” We've got it all, includ- 
ing a black adopted daughter 
(“My mother was a crackhead”) 
with an eating disorder and a 
thing for faking drowning, anda 
bunch of guys for the women to 
variously alienate.

But plot? You know, story? Not 
much. There are lots of little 
stories, little threads, but they 
never add up to... 

OK, who am I kidding? Forget 
story. That's not the problem. The 
problem is that Lovely & Amazing 
is somehow being presented, and 
subsequently critically received, 
as a sort of comedy — as an edgy, 
bittersweet sketch, at worst. This 
is kinda frightening. Yes, it cap- 
tures perfectly the psychology of 
its subjects (and by extension the 
tens of millions of people its sub- 
jects are to represent), but this 
deadly accurate portrayal kills all 
hope of L&A coming anywhere 
near comedy. 

These are seriously mentally 
unhealthy people, and the movie 
is almost heartbreaking in its 
sense of doom and hopelessness, 
not only for these characters but 
for their daughters and daughters’ 
daughters on down the line. Sure, 
they keep on plugging along, but 
it’s more trapped-animal life 
instinct than true will. The fact 
that so many women see them- 





selves mirrored accurately in 
Lovely & Amazing, and consider it 
to be comedy, scares the living 
shit out of me. 

With the cold-eyed realism of 
the dialogue and the laser-guided 
accuracy of the performances, 
Lovely & Amazing could have been 
a devastating film that could sit 
cosy right next to brutal squirm- 
flicks like, say, In the Company of 
Men — if it had been employed in 
the service of a stronger plot, or 
any plot at all. Something to take 
the drama and conflict beyond the 
petty level inherent in a group of 
neurotic chicks being bitches to 
everyone around them. Not to put 
too fine a point on it, I don’t have 
to go to the movies to experience 
that thrill. 

It's like Emily Mortimer’s 
boyfriend says during what is 
obviously his umpteenth identical 
circular argument with his needy 
ball ‘n’ chain, words I myself 
recall having spoken in the same 
situation: “This is so boring.”

“| WORK ONLY ACCORDING GOD’S 
instruction,” General Idi Amin 
solemnly informs his interviewer 
partway through this French doc- 
umentary, originally released in 


1974. If that’s so, then the Lord —— 


must work in mysterious ways 
indeed. After overthrowing Prime 
Minister Milton Obote in 1971, the 
former chief of the army and air- 
force kicked Asian merchants out 
of Uganda and confiscated their 
property, systematically 
destroyed the economy and pos- 
tured on the world stage like a 
demented clown. He sent out 
telegrams to Richard Nixon (com- 
miserating on the Watergate scan- 
dal), Queen Elizabeth, and most 
famously to Tanzanian President 
Julius Nyerere informing him that 
“If you had been a woman I 
would have considered marrying 
you although your head is full of 
gray hairs. But as you are a man, 
that possibility does not arise.” 
Amin is self-important, bluster- 
ing, in love with the sound of his 
own voice, but not without a cer- 
tain charm. Whether droning on 
endlessly to a group of physicians 
("To be a doctor is not a very easy 
thing”) or taking a motorboat ride 
down a river (“There is an ele- 
phant. This elephant is very big.” 
Waves tod “How are 
you?”), Amin exudes a strange 
charisma. He plays the accordion 
(and is credited with the film 
score), takes part in a swim race 
(the other participants wisel 
allow him to win) and joins his 
countrymen ina few traditional 
dance steps. A proud poppa, he 
displays his many children 
around the swimming pool. If it 
wasn’t for the fact that he was 
responsible for the deaths of at 
least 300,000 of his own country- 
men, he would seem more like a 
dull but likeable uncle than a 
despotic ruler.

(Barfly, Reversal of Fortune) doesn’t 
have to use any tricks on this one.

Amin 
erupts in laughter and clumsily 
evades answering. Later, he pulls 
out a copy of Protocols of the Elders 
of Zion, a notorious forgery of the 
Russian Secret Police, used to 
prove that the Jews were planning 
world domination. “If the Israelis 
were to find out I had this, they 
would burn it,” he states dramati- 
cally. 

But Amin, who was apparently 
trained by Israeli forces in the 
early ‘60s as.a paratrooper, is. 


~-quick-to-insist on-his affection-for 


Moshe Dayan and Golda Meir: 
“She used to give me very good 
entertainment when I went to 
Israel.” But it’s not all fun and 
games with the president. A coun- 
cil meeting where Amin upbraids 
his minister of foreign affairs 
takes on a sinister tone when, a 
week later, the minister is found 
floating face-down in the Nile. 
Amin is quick to accuse his ene- 
mies of the killing, and quickly 
replaces the minister with a for- 
mer model, Princess Bagaya. He 
urged his countrymen to “arm to 
the teeth,” to keep up with the rest 
of the world. 

After the film’s release, Amin 
threatened the lives of 150 French 
citizens living in Uganda if certain 
parts of the film were not taken 
out. Schroeder capitulated, but 
had the missing parts restored 
with the films re-release (the DVD 
contains these sections). 

In 1976, Amin allowed PLO 
hijackers to use Entebbe airport as 
a stopover with their Israeli 
hostages. He once again enjoyed 
the world’s attention, but was 
humiliated when the Israeli army 
raided the airport and freed the 
hostages. After an aborted inva- 
sion of Tanzania in 1979, he was 
forced to flee to Libya. He now 
resides in Saudi Arabia as a guest 
of the government.

When The Vagina Monologues, 
Eve Ensler’s collection of mono- 
logues about the Bermuda 
Triangle of human sexuality, 
breezed through town last year, | 
wondered how many curious the- 
atre-goers backed down at the last 
minute before purchasing their 
tickets, unable to put their lips 
around the tell-tale “V” at the start 
of the word. If you can’t say it, you 
can’t see it. 


Take it to the counter and the cler} 
will rent it out to you. You'll never 
have to say the word 

Of course, once you start watch- 
ing it, you'll have to get desensi- 
tized in a hurry. Ensler, whose 
performance was recorded in front 
of an audience in the HBO studios, 
doesn’t have orgasms, or babies, in 
the course of her performance. But 
she talks about both, and pretty 
much anything else even remotely 
vagina-related. She lists synonyms 
you've never heard of (do people 
really call it a “coochie 
snorcher’”?), and even has a five- 
minute love-in with the “C” word. 

Ensler’s pieces are based on over 
200 interviews she conducted with 
American women, encouraging 
them to open up about their vagi- 
nas and “Think inside the box.”

Some of us aren't too crazy 
about fighting in general, of 
course, and some of us don’t care 
for how we as a nation pick our 
enemies. Nevertheless, our 
reliance on an all-professional 
army insulates many of us from 
the dire consequences of war — 
even when those consequences 
are being felt nearby. 


“Now X amount of soldiers 
leave Edmonton,” says director 
Darryl Lindenbach, “and how 
many people really care? It 
doesn’t have the same impact.” 

Not the same, he means, as during 
the Second World War, when 
mobilizing the army meant that 
most people were affected — they 
either had to either go and fight or 
stay behind and wait. 

These days, however, our sense 
of community has come unstuck, 
and not just in times of conflict: 
we're lucky if we have a connec- 
tion with the people who live next 
door, says Lindenbach. “That’s 
where it has all changed. We don’t 
take care of each other really any- 
more. Out on a farm in rural

Saskatchewan, you didn’t even 
think twice. If someone had a 
problem, you went and you 
helped out, because you all had to 
live together.” 

So his biggest challenge in 
mounting Stubble Jumpers has 
been giving a grounding ina 
familiar but strange culture to the 
34 young people in Fringe Theatre 
Adventures’ Imagine program. Of 
course the focus of the program is 
to give the student actors, musi- 
cians and technicians, who hail 
from the four western provinces, 
practical experience in mounting a 
full-scale production. In a little 
over a month, they may learn a lit- 
tle something extra. 

“We've seen performers go on 
and pursue this as a career and 
we've seen some just get out. 
Because it’s too hard. And that’s 
what this program is all about,” 
says Lindenbach, who wants the 
Imagineers to approach theatre 
with reasonable expectations. “It’s 
five weeks. And it’s a real five 

weeks.” But when you introduce 
‘40s Saskatchewan to a generation 
that knows little of loss, want or 
simplicity, says Lindenbach, you 
also need to pry a few eyes open. 
“They're a society that has so 
much of what they need and want 
— and asks so much of society to 
fill the need.” 

Lindenbach directed the first 
production of Stubble Jumpers in 
Prince Albert, Sask. Roy Benson, a 
local Anglican minister and a one- 
time musician in the Dragoon 
Guards, was asked to write a

But when plays were being con- 
sidered for this year’s Imagine, 
Stubble Jumpers seemed like a 
good fit, since most of the charac- 
ters were about the same age as 
the program's participants. “We 
set to work bringing it back up 
with Roy again, mainly to further 
expand on the women’s roles,” 
says Lindenbach, who met with 
Benson in late January in 
Saskatoon. 

But a week later, events began 
to overtake the production. 
Benson’s sister called to say that 
he‘d passed away suddenly. “It 
was like getting hit with a ton of 
bricks,” says Lindenbach, who 
took on the task of working on the 
book. 

Then, as Canadian troops pre- 
pared to leave for Afghanistan, 
the news featured reports that 
mapped onto the sequence of 
events in Stubble Jumpers. 
Lindenbach points, for example, 
to Come Home, a song about the 
anxiety over, and longing for, the 
departed soldiers. “There are fam- 
ilies all over Edmonton that are 
thinking those thoughts right 
now.” And with the deaths of four 
Canadian soldiers, says 

Lindenbach, the show has become 
“an interesting tribute to many 
people.”

Sharplinas yet has no plans for 
the play beyond that, but he 
hopes that the award will 
encourage companies to take a 
look at the work.

As the Carmelita neared the 
beach, things intensified. The fol- 
lowers became more focused. The 
icon was stopped more often so 
that the crowd could follow the 
bearers’ cheers: “CARMELITA!” 
“VIVA!” “CARMELITA!” 
“VIVA!” “ARRIBA!” 

“GUAPA! GUAPA! GUA- 
PAGUAPAGUAPA!” 

I smothered giggles under the 
censorious glare of a sun-withered 
old woman, “It means ‘beauti- 
ful'!” hissed an aggravated Laura 
as she dragged me away from the 
disapproving grandmother. 

“Okay, maybe here, but back in 
Mexico it’s sort of disrespectful. It 
means sexy.” A deep breath to 
control a new surge of laughter. 
“The Virgin Mary is not sexy!” 

But she was respected. As Laura 
and I circled nearer to the proces- 
sion, we noticed that one of the 
icon’s bearers and several of the 
musicians were marching blind- 
folded. A young girl with an ice 
cream and a scooter explained 
that the men had been granted 
prayers by the Carmelita and 
were parading blind in thanks. 

The icon was being marched 
down to the sea to bless the fish- 
ing boats — the lifeblood of 
Malaga’s economy — and a num- 
ber of them, lit and decorated for 
the occasion, were riding the 
waves near the shore, close 
enough that the remaining swim- 
mers frolicked alongside while 
they waited for sunset. Laura and 
I picked our way out to the point 











massed at the water’s edge — 
thousands upon thousands of 
people, crowding so you couldn't 
see the sand beneath their feet, 
covering the shore past the invisi- 
ble points of the horizon. 

The icon broke free of the crowd 
like an ovum, surrounded bya 
group of costumed musicians who 
encircled her with joined hands 
As she entered the water, even 
seaside frolickers enlarged the cir- 
cle and joined the chanting, which 
peaked with a final “VIVA 
CARMELITA!” as the drenched 
bearers hoisted her up into a gar- 
landed barque. When she turned 
to sail along the length of the city, 
there was a sudden shift in the 
collective consciousness; the thou- 
sands of previously reverent cele- 
brants began a boisterous, city- 
wide water fight, those who'd 
borne the icon through the streets 
as full of abandon as those who'd 
been playing soccer in the surf, all 
screaming and giggling, churning 
up the water as the object of their 
hysterical adoration floated 
sedately out to sea. 

Later on, much further down 
the beach, the Vierge emerged 
from the surf to be wrapped in aa 
dry white cloak and continue her 
journey by land along the board- 
walk. While the celebrations had 
continued in the festival square, 
the icon had been blessing the 
city’s fleet. Vessels seeking bless- 
ing had approached the 
Carmelita’s barque, their crews 
tossing offerings of food and 
drink into the water by her prow. 
In return, Carmelita was dunked 
into the sea, bringing the offerants 
protection for the coming year. 

Perched on the patio of a notori- 
ous tourist pickup bar, I watched 
the Vierge continue her stately 
progress into the darkness. While 
Destiny's Child’s Survivor drilled 
through my ears, a chilling cer- 
tainty flooded the bland apprecia- 
tion that I'd had for the day's 
pageantry. This was not just a bit 
of exotic local colour, this was a 
reminder of power, — here,

DON'T GET ME WRONG, I LOVE THE 
tundra as much as the next guy, 
but there are times when we all 
long to escape to a sun-dappled 
land where the waters still teem 
with cod, the orchards rain olives 
and citrus, and grapes drip off the 
vine like so many beads of sweat 
off a fat tourist’s forehead. 
Unfortunately, it isn’t always con- 
venient to voyage to the 
antipodes, so, for that, we some- 
times have to fall back on ethnic 
restaurants to transport us to 
more hospitable climes. 

Which is what led my dining 
companions and me to Spago’s. 
Almost a year before, we had 
travelled together to Portugal; 
now we were longing for some of 
the comforts bestowed by that 
small nation’s many excellent 
restaurants and cafés. There were 
a few specific dishes we were 
after, entrees so closely associated 
with the indulgences of that trip 
that, at the mention of their 
names, I could almost feel the sun- 
burn all over again. 


Spago’s didn’t appear over- 
whelmingly Portuguese in design 
on first blush; there was a nautical 
theme and some distinctly 
Portuguese knick-knacks, as well 
as countless newspaper articles 
extolling the virtues of the restau- 
rant’s fare, but they didn’t quite 
mask the wood-paneled room's 
origins as a German eatery. 

The menu, however, contained 
all the comforts we had been seek- 
ing and then some. At $24.95 a 
litre, the house red was a little 
more expensive than back in the 
old country, but it’s an absolutely 
essential ingredient in an authen- 
tic Portuguese dining experience. 
Another essential element is cou- 
vert, a serving of cheese, meat, 
olives and bread that starts virtu- 
ally every meal. We approximated 
this experience with the antipasto 
plate ($8), a platter of chourico, pre- 
sunto and other cold cuts, a couple 
of different kinds of cheese and 
some olives. 

The plan was to order our four 
favourite entrees and share them 
around so that everyone felt 
appropriately transported. Our 
diets while in Portugal had been 
rather fish-intensive, but we were 


on the prairies now, so we opted 
for just one seafood dish — sar- 
dines. The sardine is not just a 
fish, however; it’s an institution. 
Walking down the streets of 
Lisbon, one is constantly greeted 
by the smell of sardines cooking 
on charcoal braziers; a big plate of 
sardines is a fixture on just about 
every menu. Eating them can be a 
bit of work as they're served 
whole, so you have to remove the 
bones yourself. Practice allows 
you to remove the head, spine and 
tail in a single piece but those first 
few sardines can be dodgy for the 
novice. Spago’s serves up four 
large sardines drizzled with olive 
oil and white wine vinegar with 
potatoes and a green salad for $13 
The fish was delicious, but I 
would have liked some oil and 
vinegar on the side for further 
drizzling. 

My personal choice was for 
Pork Alentejana ($16), a simple 
preparation of tender marinated 
pork sauteed with mussels and 
baby clams and served over cubes 
of fried potato. It’s a good thing 
we were sharing, because the por 
tion was vast and, obviously, 
quite filling. Pork and shellfish 
might not seem like a natural 
combination, but the slightly spicy 
marinade did justice to both. 

Frango grelhado is grilled chick- 
en, slathered with hot sauce (piri- 
piri) as it cooks. For $14, Spago’s 
will furnish you with half a chick- 
en thus seasoned, and served with 
potatoes and steamed vegetables 
As hoped, it was moist and deli- 
cious with a touch of fire to com- 
plement its tanginess. 

Our last entree selection was 
Bacalhau a braz. Bacalhau is salted 
cod, which is generally soaked in 
water for a couple of days before 
it’s cooked and can be prepared in 
a thousand different ways. In this 
case, the bacalhau is cooked with 
eggs, seasonings and fried pota- 
toes and garnished with parsley 
and olives. It was a little oilier 
than the Bacalhau a Braz I'd had 
overseas (at practically every 
meal), but that didn’t stop me 

from scraping my plate. 

We finished up with tira misu 
— one order, four forks — and 
coffee which, while not exactly 
Portuguese, were a perfect finish 
to the meal. Spago’s offers a 
$19.95 buffet on Sundays, where 
you can familiarize yourself with 
their unique cuisine, all the better 
to focus on your favourites upon 
your inevitable return.
